FAIRBANKS DEAD 


AT INDIANAPOLIS 


Former Vice president 
“Active in Politics — 
for Years.

Indianapolis, Ind., June 4.—Charles 
Warren Fairbanks, former vice presi- 
dent of the United States and former 


United States senator from Indiana. 


died at his home here at 8:55 o’clock 
tonight. 

Death was due to nephritis, which 
‘has been a chronic ailment with him, 
but not regarded as particularly seri- 


\ous until recently. 


All members of the former vice pres- 
ident’s family, except Maj. Richard 
Fairbanks, who is in n. were at 
his bedside. 

The former vice sear health 
had been poor for several years. Dur- 
ing the second Liberty loan campaign, 
while on a speaking tour in behalf of 
the loan, he suffered a physical break- 


down. 


BORN IN A \ LOG ‘CABIN. 
Vice President Fairbanks was born 
in a log cabin at Unionville Center, O., 
May 11, 1852. | 
Mr. Fairbank’ wraced his aricestors 
to the days of Oliver Cromwell, who 
counted Fayerbankes among his 
supporters. Jonathan Fayerbankes, 
the first member of the family to come 
to America, landed at Boston in 1636. 
The Fairbanks home frequently was 
the hiding place of runaway slaves, 
and no black man ever was turned 
away from the door. | 
Attie Room in ‘College. 
Fairbanks at 15 entered Ohio Wes- 
leyan college, at Delaware, O., sharing 
an attic room with the son of another 
farmer, and the two cooked their own 
meais. Fairbanks did carpenter work 
to earn his first law books. 
‘Soon after he was graduated Mr. 
Fairbanks was appointed agent of the 


Associated Press at Pittsburgh, Pa., 
and held that position for one year. 


In 1874 he married Miss Cornelia Cole. 
Both had been members of the editorial 


staff of their college paper. To them 


were born five children, one — 


and four sons.

Washington, D. C., Jung 4 on the 
heels of the German submarine raid 
in the North Atlantic, the shipping 
board announced tonight that produc- 
tion of new vessels in May was the 
greatest of any month in the history 
of the nation. There were completed 
and delivered to the shi 
forty-four ships, totaling 263,571 tons, 
three times the output of January and 
twice that of February. 

Production for the first five months 
of the year is well along toward 1.000, 


this month. Beginning with 
88.507 tons in January the deliveries 


172,611 in March, and 160,286 an April, 
making a total with the weed output 
808,600 tons. 

Total American deliveries since last

“What is the truth about the Ger- 


man submarines?” ne continues. 
“These ‘cruisers’ displace not 5,000 
tons, but about 2,000. They are not 
450 feet long but less than 300 feet. 
Their speed on the surface is not twen- 
ty-eight knots but about twelve knots. 
When submerged they do not travel at 
the rate of fifteen knots an hour but 
approximately ten knots of so. 


British Record Is Higher. 
“It happens that we have heard 


more about the operations of German 
submarines than about the British sim- 


ply because the enemy offers few tar- 
gets for our submarines, while we offer 
the enemy thousands of targets every 


week. The percentage of hits by our 


submarines is, in fact, about three 
times that of the Germans, which in 
itself indicates the high standard of 
efficiency of British ship design, con- 
struction, and operation. 

“The work which British subma- 
rinés are doing is magnificent. Our 
officers aré handicapped by many 
things besides the small number of 
targets afforded them. Thé Germans 
are able to maintain their campaign 
only by defying every law of every na- 
tion and ignoring the ordinary dictates

REFORMING OUR CONSTITUTION. 
In times of great stress the conservative often |! 
tends to become more conservative and, conversely, 
the radical frequently becomes more radical. The 
conservative fears that under the pressure of great 
events the old organization of society in which he 
has established himself will be swept away, and 
he becomes apprehensive of every form of change 
or progress; he even rejects ideas which in normal 
times would enlist his support. For him the para- 
mount good is the preservation of things as they 
are. 8 
‘The radical, on the other hand, sees an oppor 


tunity of bringing about a condition of flux which 8 | 


se never before dreamed to be possible. He pro- 


poses to use the great forces that have been un- case 


loosed by other agencies to promote his own ends. 
He is not in the least disturbed by the overthrow 
of established institutions; in his opinion, the 
greater the wreckage the greater the possibility of 
building up a radical Utopia. 

The moderates of all parties, however, place no 
hope or faith in a radicak Utopia. If they ever 
thought that an ideal government might be estab-| 
lished along Marxian or anarchistic lines, that 
thought has been effectually demolished by the 
spectacie of the . Bolshevik counter revolution in 
Russia. Even a very bad government would seem 
te Be preferable to the convulsive turbulence of the 
Bolshevik régime. 

We shall best avoid a calamity of this kind by 
frankly accepting this war period as a period of 
transition. The extreme .conservatives, with their 
fear of any reforms, perhaps even more than the 
extreme radicals, are serving the cause of anarchy. 
If we cannot make progress by rational methods, 
no one can say when a radical minority will seek 
to impose their will by irrational methods. 

In Illinois we are living under an outgrown con- 


_ stitution, a constitution that may have served the 


needs of the people of this state in 1870, when it 
was drawn, but utterly unsuited for the solution 
of the problems of the day. These problems, as 


Gov. Lowden has pointed out, will become more 


acute after the war, when questions of reconstruc- 


tion win demand urgent attention. Yet there are 
those, the ultra-conservatives for the most part, | 


who ee heen Hi poten to 
declared. 

There is still another reason, which ret also 
been touched upon by one of the advocates of the 
constitutional convention, why every reasonable 
effort to make haste should be encouraged. The 
war has unified thé epirit and purpose of a great 
majority of the people to an unusual degree; it has 
acted as a toychstone for many follies, potitical and 

erwise, which we used to think- important. The 
unity for nonpartisan discussion of 3 new 
* was never more favorable. 

In these eircumstances there remains the 
fear that a constitutional convention might be 
captured by extremists or radicals. We doubt very 


Russia's example before us. But even if it should 


_ be remote possibility, it is a chance we should be 


prepared to take. . Certainly the moderates have 
much more to hope from a consfitutional conven- 
tton than from a reactionary, euer.

We should say that the Chicago -Abendpost | is 
either too guileless to be at large or is offensively 
confident of the gullibility or inertia of this com- 
munity.

estimate the cost. We do not need to be told it will 
be high. But the disloyalist will be encouraged in 
his disloyalty by such articles. Does not the Abend- 
post know it? .

The thoughtless family, yielding to the habits of 
easy years when the supply was next door when- 
ever needed, whether it was coal or coffee, will de 
without necessities of life.

Families are advised that they can get coal now. 
They are warned that they will not be able to get it 
if they wait until the fall or winter.

The warning is to get coal now or do without it 
when it is needed.

JUSTIFYING MURDER, 
The attorney for the defendants in the Prager 
is quoted as saying that it is sometimes ex- 
pedient, or even necessary, especially when the 
nation is engaged in war, for the people to take 
the law into their own hands. Prager was sus- 
pected of disloyalty; the recognised processes of 
law had failed to apprehend him; therefore it was 
proper that a mob should take him out and hang 
him, This view was apparently adopted by the at- 
torney for the defense, and if we may take the 
verdict of acquittal as an indication it was not 
without its effect on the jury. 
The lynching of Prager was reprehensible enough 
en itself, but the effort to excuse it as an act of 
popular ” justice is worse. Both deserve the stern 
condemnation expressed by Gov. Lowden. The doc- 
trine that any group of citizens are privileged to 
get together and form a tribunal of their own has 
been a favorite one among certain elements of the 
United States for many years. In seeking an an- 
swer to the question why the United States leads 


lynchings, and other felonies, Henry A. Forster, a 
New York lawyer, speaks of this doctrine as one of 
the essential causes. 

The “vigilantes” of California actually formu- 
lated their views on the subject into a kind of creed. 
“ The time will come,” they averred, when intelli- 
gent men everywhere will acknowledge the superi 
ority of this principle —this principle being the 
right of popular tribunals to supersede the law 
and the courts of justice. 

In this connection Lord Macaulay’s prophecy, in- 
nen 18 dene by the: California -vighantes, 
may be recalled. 

Either some Cesar or Napoleon will seize the

In every case where the government, 
whether national or local, fails to fulfill these func. 
tions it weakens itself and opens the way for 
greater calamities. It is but one step from pa- 
triotic ” lynching to “ patriotic” riot and rébellion. 


IN WAR PREPARE FOR PEACE. 

Whenever in Washington the estimates of our 
required military strength in this war run up to 
5,000,000 men and more there is a direct reminder 
of the necessity of taking up the problem of unem- 
ployment at once. Behind an army of any such 
size there must be another army of industrial work- 
ers engaged in strictly war industries. 

All these men and women have been disturbed. 
They will find trouble in readjusting themselves 
after the war is over. If no attention is paid to the 
certain perplexities and difficulties of readjustment 
until the necessity of it is upon the nation, the 
trouble may easily approach the disastrous. 

If readjustment means a scramble, the elements 
of the nation will be scrambled. Industrially the 
nation cannot afford it. Humanly it cannot afford 
it. It cannot afford to go into the peace after war 
with the indifference to consequences with which it 
went from peace into war. 


There will be no excuse for it. This is supposed | 


to be preéminently a nation of peace and industry. 
The problem is one of peace arid industry. It will 
be. solved by prevision and by planning, by careful 
estimating of the elements of the problem and by 
_| provision for their solution. 

It may be that great public works must be 
planned. National enterprises may have to be un- 
dertaken, enterprises for which the development 
of the nation has been begging in vain for years. 
It will need system and thought and forethought. 
Without a timely application of wisdom to what 


there will be a confusion which will hurt the nation, 
confuse it, sap its strength, hurt the men and 
women who have done the most for it, and be really

THE IMPENDING ECLIPSE. N 
(From Popular Astronomy. „ 

The photographs of this eclipse will be more nu- 
merous than ever before, and an attempt will be 
made for the first time to secure moving pictures of 
the spectacie, which, if successful, will be exhibited 
throughout the country. Special attention will be 
given to the corona, that wonderful halo of pearly 
light never seen except during a total eclipse, ex- 
tending outward in beautiful forms to a great dis. 
tance from the sun, at times in long tongues of flame 
which contain the mysterious gas coronlum not 
found on the earth, and are believed to affect our 
weather in some way unknown. The corona will be 
repeatedly photographed, as will also the red solar 
flames known as prominences, which often sheot 
up half a million miles from the sun’s limb and are 
composed mostiy of hydrogen and calcium gas. An- 
other feature which will receive attention id the 
mysterious “shadow bends,” or peculiar *dancing 
waves of light and shade observed to move over the 
landscape just before and after a total eclipse, which 
have never béen satisfactorily explained. Some ob- 
servers of the eclipse will doubtless search for the 
suspected planet Vulcan, believed by many astron- 
Omers to revolve around the sun within the orbi 
of Mercury, the existence of which has never bee 
confirmed, though diligently looked for during the 
total phase of former eclipses.

MILK POWDER. 
STUDY. of the statistics of the 
dairy shows that, while 
the use of liquid milk js somewhat 
on the decline, the use of canned 
milk, cheese, and milk powder is on the 
increase, and the most rapid increase of 
all is in the use of milk powders, In the 
beginning, milk powders were made from 
ekim milk only. It seemed impossible to 
prevent whole milk powder from becom- 
ing rancid. At the present time milk pow- 
ders are made from either skim or whole 
milk, and the product keeps satisfac- 
torily. In fact, cream powders and but- 
termilk powders are on the market. 
Where a good milk powder is mixed 
with water in the proper preportion an 
assembled whole milk is formed and 
the product leoks and tastes like milk. 
The law now reqhires that milk powder 
shall contain not less than 26 per cent 
of milk fat and not more than 5 per cent 
of moisture, and shall have been made 
in a cleanly fashion from a good grade 
of Mquid milk. The last of these require- 
ments is the one most difficult to con- 
trol. 3 | 


| — 
The reason for specifying the low per- 


centage of water is that bacteria will not 
grow in milk se at less than 5 per 
cent of moisture. In the drying process 
the temperatures hands be as low as 145 
or as high as 280, according to the 
method employed. ’ 

Dr. Mendenhall says that the growth 


principle is present in milk powder in 


almost, if not quite, the normal propor- 
tion. In France and England, where 
it has been most used as an infant food, 
no evidence is offered to show that scurvy 
follows its long or exclgsive use. 

In infant feeding mil 


in Belgium, France, and England with 
apparently great success as far as can 
be judged by reported normal gains in 
weight and other evidences of good 
nutrition in children fed exclusively on 
this form of milk. Physicians in our 
large cities and in Germany have also 
recently been experimenting in the use 
of dry milk for infant feeding. Never-* 
theless, I am sure the majority of baby 
specialists making use of milk powder 
for.a baby food would recommend the 
use of some orange or prune juice, and 
for children a little older some hard 
bread and butter. | 
The advantages ot milk powder are: Its 
freedom from bacteria capable of spread- 
ing disease, ita low bacterial count, its 
keeping qualities (no ice being needed), 
no waste from spoilage, its convenience 
(it is always ready to use), and its 
transportation advantage.

ADISON, Wis., June 4.—[Spe- 
cial.J—That the reply. which 
the officers of the National Se- 
curity league have made to 
the University of Wisconsin indors- 
ing without qualification” as ab- 
solutely exact” the statements against 
the university’s loyalty made by 
Prof. Robert McNutt McElroy is not 
satisfactory to the university and 
forces the league’s officers to assume 
full responsibility for his acknowl- 
edged statements was announced in a 
special report that was read in faculty 
meeting by President C. R. Van Hise. . 
The report, which reviews the entire 
matter and includes many of the docu- 
ments, was prepared by Judge John B. 
Winslow, chief justice of the Wiscon- 
sin Supreme court; President Van Hisé, 
and Dean E. A. Birge of the college of 
letters and science. 


“In an interview printed by the New 
York Tribune of April 17, Dr. Robert 
McNutt McElroy claimed,” the report 
says, “to have planned deliberately to 
insult the students and faculty of the 
University of Wisconsin in the course 
of an address which he delivered at 
Madison 6n April 6 as a representative 
„of the National Security league. 

“The facts show that he executed his 
intention in such a way that the audi- 
ence was equally ignorant of his words 
and of his intention until from a safe 
distance he publicly boasted of them 
and of the courage he displayed in the 
performance.

sumer Who uses coal to heat a house 


Normally Chicago uses for such pur- 
poses from 1,500,000 to 1,800,000 tons 
ef hard coal. It is certain that not 
mere than 1,100,000 tons will be sent 
to Chicago this year. It may be much 
jess than that. Nobody can get more 
than two-thirds as much as he burned 
iast year. He may get only half as 
much. 

The hard coal comes in more or less 
seguiarly every month. It is being 
delivered as fast as it arrives to the 
people whose orders were first placed 
with their dealers. One of the largest 
seal dealers in the city has now more 
than 20,000 orders for hard coal on 
his books. It will be months before 
they are all even partly supplied. 

if you are going to depend on hard 
soal for even part of your supply, place 
your order at once and wait some 
months for it. Understand, it is uncer- 
tain when and in what quantity it 
will be delivered. 


No Foreign Coal. 

All the rest of the fuel supply must 
some from the mines of Illinois and 
indiana. No coal from other mines 
will be shipped into the state. The 
fuel administration will not permit it. 

All domestic consumers, therefore. 
should order enough of this soft coal 
to Supply all their fuel demands for 
this year and order it at once. There 
is a fair supply of soft coal from cen- 
tral and northern Illinois now in the 
hands of local dealers. They should be 
able to make deliveries on immediate 
orders within the nex: thirty days. 

“I will guarantee that people who 
piace their orders for soft coal this 
week,” says Cook County Fuel Admin- 

tor Durham, “ will get it delivered 

in the next sixty days. 
prouably not take more than thirty 
days. If there is a longer delay in any 
individual case, I should be * to 
have it reported to me.” 


Cars Are Needed. 

If coal dealers get a flood of orders 
for such coal during this week they will 
be in a much better position to demand 
that more coal cars be sent to the 
mires for loading. At present a short- 
age of cars is cutting down the produc- 
tion. 

With each succeeding month domes- 
tic consumers will find the demand 
from munition factories and other in- 
dustrial establishments increasing. 
They will be wise, therefore, to get 
their supply into the bins while it is 
easily possible. 

As the United States gets more and 
more into the war the demands on the 
railroads will constantly increase. Even 
now they are not able to deliver to the 
mines more than 80 per cent of the 
needed cars on the average. As the 
flood of munitions and supplies, espe- 
dally from mid-western factories grows 
larger, More and more cars will be 
nesded—and will be used—to transport 
them. At any time a change in war 
conditions may make it necessary to 
tum practically all the facilities of the 
faliroads over for military use.

They are James O’Donnell of 332 
West Oak street, Thomas O'Donnell of 
332 West North avenue, James Regan 
of the Stockholm hotel, and Michael 
Hopkins of 918 Wells street. Hopkins 
is a bartender employed by McNichols., 
During the fight James O’Donnell was 
shot through the left hand by Dofn- 
bos. 

Resented Being Called a “ Bum.” 

The policeman, who is on the night 
shift of the patrol force at Bast Chi- 
cago avenue, entered the saloon while 
on the way home from a funeral. James 
O’Donnell called him a “bum,” and 
when Dornbos remonstrated, added 
‘Other epithets. In the fight that fol- 
lowed Regan, siding with the two 
O’Donnells, seized an “ice pick’ and 
stabbed the policeman in the abdomen 
as he lay on the floor. | 

Dornbos managed to draw his re- 
volver and fired once, hitting James 
O’Donnell. Before he could fire again 
he was knocked unconscious by a blow 
from a club in the hands of Hopkins, 
who had come from back of the bar. 

Skull May Be Eractured. 

When police from the. station, an- 
swering a riot call, reached the saloon, 
they found the four men beating and 
kicking the unconscious form of the 
policeman. Dornbos formerly patrolled 
that district, and ft is believed the at- 
tack on him was inspired by an en- 
mity incurred at that time.
